Bring Rome 
to heel. To heel Jack.” 

“ Ain’t you going to look whether you killed anyt” 

“ Not now. They'll keep if I did. I want to raise and fire Into 
the fiock before they get together again and run, which will be 
In just about two minutes. If we don't hurry.” 

Reaching the place where the quail lit, the dogs were sent out 
and in a moment both were pointing. 

'’ Tin Into them with both barrels on the ground or anywhere 
no matter what sort of a shot you get,’’ said Melrllle. 

“ Confound them, they’re running again,” he added, as the 
dogs broke their point and moved ahead. 

“ I should say they were,” said Bolton, aa be caught sight of 
a dozen scudding through the brush soma thirty yards ahead. He 
fired Into them only to learn what few suspect until they try It, 
that to hit quail running fast Is no child’s play. 

The whole flock rose as he shot. Melville dropped two with his

There Is 
nothing of such small size for which be will toil so assiduously 
through mud and mire, through chilling winds or soaking nine, 
not only satlsfled but happy, If 
In the course of a long day's 
tramp be can average four or flve 

I good shots an hour. It may be 

worth our while to follow our 
friends and see If possible what 
there is about this little chap that 
can turn the bead of many a 
man who will pass contempt¬ 
uously much lai^r and almcst 
equally flne-flavoi^ birds. For 
myself I must confess an Inde¬ 
scribable weakness for this wild 
little vagrant. I care almost 
nothing fur any game when once 
dead, and would not go half a 
mile out of my way to eat the 
best birds that ever flew. But 1 
would tramp any.day over acres 
of mod and bog to even see one 
of these dear little loafers, though 
I would hardly turn aside to 
shoot a dozen of other snipe. 
And who that knows this little 
vsgabond Intimately can decline 
to plead guilty to the same soft 
Impeachment? This snipe is 
rarely seen by any one except 
the hunter. Breeding far In tbe 
North, be visits ns only to make 
a convenience of us. Our terri¬ 
tory is a good half-way bouse 
for him to stop and fatten on 
bis way South and on bis return 
to the far North in Spring. At 
these times he lingers around 
our meadows, gets fat and saucy 
on our best ground worms, and 
when we go down to call on him, 
he’s either out, or get’s out In 
a hurry, with some very impolite 
reflections on our skill, and suits 
bis actions to bis words with mar¬ 
velous precision. 

The Spring snipe shooting in 
this part of Minnesota is not good 
and I do not think it is very good 
in any part of that state. The 
snipe Is In so much baste to get 
at his family cares that he tar¬ 
ries but a few days instead of 
sponging on us for weeks as he sometimes does at the East 
But when tbe great northern host starts sonthwsrd iu tbe Fall 
’ then be may be often found in great numbers on the right kind 
of ground, and there he will stay till the Frost king’s breath 
- bids him be gone. He often abounds on ground where bs would 
scarcely be looked for In the East; though ground which in the 
i East would be good snipe ground is gener^ly so In Minnesota at 
the right season.

I though, entirely on the nature of the ground and the quantity of 
the birda Wbers they are so plenty, or on sack ground that yon 
I can start them easily yourself. It is beat to do to to at to get 
I passing shots, but where they are scattered over much ground 
this wW not pay. at course.”

does. And after all it amounts 
to nothing, for they don't go 
anywhere or do anything that 
I could ever yet find out Those 
that come down off tbe prairies 
don’t return until Spring, but 
none of them leave the country. 
The only result of this migra¬ 
tory that I could ever 

discover. Is to almost spoil tbe 
shooting while It lasts. Tbe 
quail here seldom Uea as closely 
to a dog aa it does in the East, 
but at such times they won’t 
lie at all unless yon handle 
them u they do California 
quails—break them up and get 
them well seared by firing at 
them.

bad a greatllki^ for flth, and were accoatomed to spend large 
sums In growing them In their artlflelal reaerrea, and that they 
paid aa greet attenllon to their Dsh when aick aa they did to tbelr 
aUTca. Al| this ahowa conclualTely that fish when artldcially 
batched and grown In reserves are liable to dlicaaea; but tbe 
further queatlou remalus. Are llah thus liable wbeu lu tbelr nat¬ 
ural habitats and nureat^uedf This, I think, should also be 
answered In the afflrmative. Why not! Does not the ova by 
practical placlcultore produce about from forty to sixty per cent 
more young fry than that which la treated by nature t But It 
may be said this la only true aa to the young fry, that their con¬ 
dition under artlBclal treatment la more normal than when they 
become larger, and neeeaaarlly more restrained than when in 
tbelr natnial condition. This may, to a certain extent, be true, 
and perhaps larger flab. Mid eapectally wbee oot kept In tbelr 
native element (which ItWue ot the salmon), may be subject to 
certain dlaeaaea to a greater extent than If they were uureatralDed; 
yet It If nevertheleaa true, as we learn from actual obaervatlona, 
that one of tbe many cauaea which have nearly depopulated 
many ot our public waters baa been epidemics. 

This, I believe to be generally conceded by Investigation made 
on behalf ot many ot the nations ot Europe, aa well as our own 
goverument. Again, history tells us that preceding some of the 
great epidemics that ravaged the human epeclea ^e very flsbea 
died In the waters; (query, whether there was any correlating 
between tbe two Ini^enU). Further, we frequently bear ot 
large quantlUee ot flab being found dead In certain streams with¬ 
out any apparent cause; all these things argue that flab, In tbelr 
nureatraln^ coudltlon, are liable to diseases, and I opine that 
this la much mors frequent than la generally snpposed, althongh 
perhaps only occasionally attended with fatality. As a matter of 
personal obaervatiun. 

I may atate that I have seen native flab In tbe [vicinity 
ot my home, with ulcered beads, dropsy snd oot un- 
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|rtvea AOubga. for Marawortb, ona of Ike moet powerful Lkorvag..bred 
Cuieea ever auen.

A Few Bud Traits. 


BT XTXBBTT VOW COUB- 


While each professional trainer has hto own peculiar method , 
for breaking dogs of bad traits or habits, there are many amateurs i 
who become very much discouraged by their vsln endeavon to i 
effect a permanent cure. For the benefit of the latter class I am 
writtoff. 

First of an let It be borne In mind that no dog can be tought 
three or four things at once, neither can a dog be broken In a 
day, a week, or a month. A dog may bo Initiated Into the sdenre 
of hunting. In three or four montha or lees; but It Is gene^ly 
conceded by the best authorities that no dog to perfrttiy broken, 
uoder two ftexsont. A dog nay itari In after ependlng a few 
moothi with the breaker, and do aa well at the beat—often bet¬ 
ter than other dogs having yean of experience—(this depende 
much upon the dog himself); but let him mtoa the second season’s 
hontlng, or relax the dUcIpline to which he baa been aabjected, 
and you will find that he soon grows rusty and disobedient. 

The, to many, trifling (I) matterof having a dog come promptly 
when called, to. In my opinion, the most important step In hto 
education. In as much as It to the very gate to the narrow lane 
of obedience. It would bo Just as sensible for a pereon to under¬ 
take to teach reading without first teaching the alphabet, as to 
teach a dog anything and expect hlmT to do It at your plea sure, 
without flrst teaching him that he rmul come promptly at ewtiy 
caU. Some d^ wUl, from the first, come always; others either 
circle around you, keeping Just out of reach, or wlU run off and 
hunt to suit tbemselvee, or will go directly home If yon are In the 
field or woods. To cure this hablt,take your dog Intoaharn, large 
empty room, or yard, put a spike collar on hto neck sod atUch 
a cord long eooagh to retch tcroat the wldett part of the yard or 
room. Lei him run around awhile, then call him, In a mild tone; 
if he comes, pet him snd let him go again. When be to Inter- 
eated In a boneor other article, purposely placed where he may 
sea It, call him, and If he refuses. Jerk the cord slightly at first, 
pulling It steadUy but gently toward you. If he comes make 
much of him and Ulk to him. If ho steadny refusea, use more 
force, and shonld he prove very headstrong, haul him in sharp¬ 
ly hand over hand, but use no loud or banh words. If yon do 
not shout In your training, you will not have It to do In the field. 
When you have hauled him In reoasure him by enoooraglng 
words, snd talk to him ss though be esme In of hto own accord. 
Let him go again, repeat the lesson over and over for flftesn or 
twenty minutes Lh morning and evening until he 
“ bang fire.” When ha bos learned to “come” In the yard, lead 
him In the street or road and drill him there, letUirg him run 
the lenrth of the cord soeb time. Do not compromise with ^ 
—make him come every time; but for the sake of future eoartort, 

remember to speak no louder than to cecossary for your dog to hear, 
let no passion find expresslou on your tacs, and give him a 
cheerful welcome when he reaehas your sida M toto eourse to 
strictly adhered to there can be no failuia. When he has learned 
to corns to word, teach Mm to coroe to whistle; this to very easy 
after the fiirt Is aocompltobed. v

The Irish Wolfhound Scot. 


We reproduce to thl* lasue the portrait of the Iriah wolfhound ^ 
Scot, the property of Mr. Q. A. Otabnm, and the following dea- 
cription of him from the columni of the Llm Stock Jownal ; 

“ The dog whoee porlrnlt we now glye to bred from the only ° 
authentic atmint of IrlA wolfhound now known. Hto alre wae ” 
bred by the tote Sir John Power, of Kllfane, Thomaatown, and f 
was a good-looking, actlye dog, of a pale cream color; tbe dam, 
a powerful bitch, deep eandy In color. Neither were so rough 
as they ahoold have been ; Indeed, tbe alre, Oacar, wa* rejected ^ 
by Sir John on thl* account solely, a* otherwise be Wa* consld- ^ 
ered tbe beat dog he bad bred. Scot 1* a powerful dog, of a j 
strong red color, slightly black In mnasle, and rather lighter at j 
points. He to decidedly deficient In eoat—notably on the head ^ 
-^d lose* much In appearance thereby. However, token on ^ 
tbe whole, he give* a very fair Idea of the breed as to form and j 
bnik; bntlnat^ of standing only 39^ Incbea, be Aould be at , 
least 88 Incbea atsbonlder, and be enlarged In proportion. , 

Sir J. Power bad owned tbe breed since about 1840, and It ^ 
was from bis strain—that of the late Mr. Baker, of Ballytobln ^ 
Castle, County Kllkenney, and Mr. Graham’s, of Bednock—that 
Oscar was brcA Mr. Baker was an gbthnatoat on the breed, and 
spared neither money nor trouble In keeping It up. Tbe floeet 
bltcb In hi* kennels came into Mr. Graham’s poasetslon shortly 
after hto death, and from her moat of hto dog* have descended. 
Scot was awarded tbe third prtoe to tbe Irish wolfhound claw at 
the late Dnblln (K.C.) show; but it was generally allowed by tbe 
prera and tboee competent to give an opinion, that he should 
have been plscod Brat. If breedsra will endeavor to produce 
this stamp of dtig, with Increased else, tbe breed will ere long be 
redeemed from tbe neglected state Into wbleb It unhappily has 
fallen.

I was tncredulons, but 
oidered a couple of young buffaloes to to tied up to likely spots, 
and marched to the neighborhood of the bill.

One 
I found had been very Injndlclonely tied np In toe middle of an 
open piece of ground, croteed by a tolerably frequented pethr^. 

A glance at the carcaaa waa enough to show that It had been 
killed by a leopard. The other had been Hed np In a well-choaen 
spot, about a hundred and fifty yarda from toe first one, higher 
op the mountain, and In denee tree corert Thla onehad pUnly 
been killed by a tlgreaa or small Mger. Aa toe covert was denee 
and extensive, there wae every chance of the tiger coming to 
eat In the middle of the day, aa only tba blood bad been sucked 
and none of the carcass eaten. So my Kola and Babelytaa (the 
descendanU of aboriginal tribes of those parts, and every man a 
shikari and woodsman) atlenUy departed to fetch from a dlsUnce 
toe matoriale for a “ machan ’’ for mo to ett np In.” 

It la wonderful to see bow quickly, deftly, and silently these 
men will construct one of theee hiding places With toe sharp 
little ax, which a Kol never goes without, of the exact shape of 
some of the old Hint ax-beads of the foasll-yleldlng caves, a 
sufficient number of poles are rapidly cut and dresaed; they sre 
then laid, In the shape of a platform about three fe-1 square, 
serosa between the forks and boughs of a chosen tree, about ten 
to twelve feet above the gronnd, and are firmly bound to the 
tree with withes made from toe freeb-peeled bark of the elephant 
c eeper (Banhitiia vahia) or some such plant. Light rode are 
similarly bound all round, as a railing to this platform j and In 
and out of these are entwined fresh branches of green leaves, to 
screen the sportsman from his cautious ga i e. I was soon In 
position, and the men had all gone off, ostentatiously talking as 
they went. In order lo tell so? animal which might be about that 
they bad left the coast clear. 

It was by this time about ten a. m. I had a full view from my 
machan of the other buffalo calf lying In the open below me, 
about a hundred and fifty yards off; and 1 had not been long In 
poaltlon when the vuUuree came down on It. 8nch a sight is 
that! First one blrdswoopa down, closely followed by another, 
and then bird after bird, by tens and scores, come rushing from 
all parts of the heavens, where a second before not a bird was to 
be seen. The mighty rushing sound of their powerful wings has 
a weird, all-pervading character as It sweepe over and around 
one. And then the heaving, chattering, struggling brown mass 
over the carcase, as they tear It to pieces, and toe scattered epl 
sodes In toe way of small private duels which now and then go 
on ontslde the main body, goto form a sight to see—once. The 
IndltD vulture {Oypt indiem aod bengaUmU) ia porbepe the moet 
dlMTUBtlng-lookiDg bird in the world. Even were oue Iguoraut of 
the dirty work hedoee (In India be doee very good and necessary 
work), hla appearance Is much against him. The vultures had 
been at work perhaps a quarter of an hour, and bad eaten about 
half toe calf, when I saw thplr heads go np, and In a second or 
two all left the carcass, shambling off with iheir awkward tiul 
sbont Iwenly yards or so, and then they suddenly fiew to the 
nesrest trees. Now It Is a well-known tenet In toe creed of In 
dUu sportaiiien that, once the vultures have gone down on a car 
case a tiger will not touch It. Perhaps It would be a fairer way 
to state It, that toe vulture wlU not go down on a carcass until 
Ibe tiger has done with It, or left the neighborhood. With their 
wondrous sight, and from the vantage ground (1) of t^fe air, the 
vultures can satisfy themeelvea whether he la still about or not. 
Rnw.ver. like most other dogmas, this one le not of onlversal

Howerer, I bed bagged an 
exceedingly baudiome panther i be meeiured eeren feet two 
iDCbee, whicb It large for the paotberi of thaee parte. It wee 
ue irir three p. oi. when I begged him, and I had had ootblng to 
eat since fire a. m., for, not expecting to be detained to long, I 
had brought nothing wltb me. I wet, therefore, agreeably tur- 
prlted by the trrlral on the spot, guided by the tonod of the ex- 
prett, of my faithful “ kbit ” and a good tUBo, tent to me by a 
thoughtful friend lo camp. Moral: always bare a thoughtful 
frleud Id camp. 

But I promised you a story of a tiger, not of a panther; yet 
this was an episode of the tiger story, and to bad to be told. I 
had three more buffaloes tied up, and this time adw It to myself. 
There was no result next morning; Indeed, I hardly expected It, 
after having disturbed the Jungle. But on the second morning, 
srrlvlog at the spot before day bad quite dawned, I found the 
first “ tie-up ” I visited gone. I tracked the marauder Into a 
ravine, noticing, for the first time, what I took to be small cubs' 
footmarks following the mother as she dragged the kill away; 
they were on the kill when I approached, but retired be¬ 
fore I could see them. A mschan waa soon made, and I began 
another silent, motionless watch. Boon vultures came do>rn; 
but I was not going to be done, after my experience of a few 
days before. They were evidently very nneasy, and kept con¬ 
stantly running away from the kill, and venturing back wltb 
diffidence; then I saw a leary crow do a very clever thing. Any¬ 
one who baa seen much forest tiger shooting must have noticed 
how good a telltale of a tiger’s whereabouts a crow Is, and what a 
totally different caw from bis ordinary conversational note he 
utters under such circumstances. On this occasion a crow, 
perched on a tree hard by, suddenly burst Into a torrent of theee 
peculiar caws, and instantly every vulture disappeared. The 
crow calmly flew down at once, and began on the carcass. I Now, 
that crow deliberately frightened away the vultures to secure a 
titbit for himself. Clever Corvui tpUndtn»J One of my men 
just then appeared running toward me, and waving his cloth to 
me frantically. I descended In hot haste, to learn ihat the men 
bad gone on to look at where we bad tied up a rather larger 
calf than usual, and had found him carried off, and carried, too, 
through some very broken ground, over fallen timber, end 
through dense Jungle of creepers and trees, a distance of some 
three hundred yards. The other men were making a machan 
over the kill for me, and It was said to be lo such a good place 
that I bad better go at once, especially as, from the work done, 
it was evidently that of a large tiger. I waa soon In my new 
poeltiOD; and, as It was not an over-safe place, being rather low 
and quite within spri ging distance of a tiger, I was (sorely 
against my will) persuaded to allow the best sbikari among the 
men to suy with me. I had once before lost a tiger, from the 
lm[Kiesiblllty of getting a native to keep absolutely still for long, 
and bad vowed I would never have one with me again; but I 
was over-persuaded on this occasion. We had not been a quarter 
of an hour In the maeban before the crows and cockyolly birds be¬ 
gan to herald the approach of the tiger. At last I beard the so^, 
(MtuUouB, slow tread coming down a small ravine from my right 
rear. 

What a sensation it la!—every nerve at tension, every sense on 
tbs fullest watch, every muscle under control, the Leart almost 
audibly beating, the breath quick and suppressed, the blood 
coursing at its best, the mouth open and dry, your finger on the 
right trigger of your trusty Henry, and yonr eye fixed on the 
spot where every second yon expect to see that handsome, cruel 
head appear. But, alas I in the very crisis, when continence for 
oue-ftftleth part of a second would have given me my tiger 
almost to a certainty, there waa a sound behind me like a cross 
between a clumsily-opened soda-water bottle and the bursting of 
the back strap of your waistcoat Agon bad tried to stifie a 
sneeae, and the tiger waa gone I I think It la greatly to my 
credit that that man still lives, and I am sure that any court of 
JuiUc$ would have condoned his liutant Immolation. I only 
pitched him out of the machan. 

I sat there through the whole of that long day, and the tiger 
prowled about all the time, now on my left, now on my right, 
and anon behind me; but he never ventured within sight, and 
as soon as It became dark I got down and came away. 

1 bad to leave that part of the country for a time, but I ar¬ 
ranged to keep wood cutters and such like out of the Jungle, and 
had the tigers fed every third or fourth day with a young buffalo. 
Wbatalot of money they did coat me, to be snret It was early 
In March before I could arrange to get back to that part of the 
district, and by that time the shikaris told me that the tigers were 
so much at home that they might almost have been stroked. I 
waa detrrmlned not to be done on this occasion, and had gut 
some celebrated Bahellyas from an adjoining district, who were 
adepts Hi the art of driving a tiger up to the sportsman. I sent 
my camp out to a place stent a mile from the Jungle where the 
tigers bad taken up their abode on account of my careful com¬ 
missariat arrangements, and arrived there rays If, soon after day¬ 
light, on the 7th of March. It Is pretty hot in Allahabad by 
then, and I could not Induce anyone to accompany me. 

Everything was ready; maebans bad been erected at fixed 
spots, and the lines converging on the machans, up to which the 
tigers were to be driven, bad been formed by Kola put op In trees. 
These men are known as “ roks ” (stops), and are provided with 
sticks. The long array of beaters and drummers Is drawn op 
. across the base of a triangle, which may be mDes long, of which 
the lines of roks form tbe sides, and the machans the apex. ITie 
ruks keep the tiger betwequ the lines by tapping oo their 
trees with their sticks whenever the tiger approaches them In his 
endeavors to break tight or left of the advancing Una of beaters. 
These shikaris boast that they can make a tiger come with 
certainty to any given spot, sod they were as good as their word 
on this occasion. There were three machans, as I bad hoped to 
have brought two friends. I was told to take tbe center machan, 
which seemed to ms to be the worst stand of the three, and I aa d 
so. But tbe great Zallm, the bead sbikari, Ipsittad on my taking 
It, saying that the Uger would come between me and tbe machan 
on my left. Tbe other two machans were occupied by natives to 
act as additional rokr. 

Tbe beat began at one p.ro., and was so long that It was only 
Diiw and then that a brerae-burne stHiud of the drums tmd ths 
dies of tlie liraiers reached me. Boon all the deolsens of tbe 
Jungle began tu defile before ma. First the lordly sarabbar {Hum 
the largest deer lo India save the shou of BIkhIm, 
Ctrvut affimU), most timid of all, coma plunging along the hill¬ 
side, sandlug the stooes rattling down Uia gnllles—the does sod 
fawns In front, s frightened herd, the bunks lo the rear, gingerly 
Kuldlot through the bush their bravy antlers, laid well hack over 
the croup. Then the wary peafowl lo great numbars, followed 
by the almost equally wary wild huff; a cuvsy or two of tha 
painted spnrfowl (daMsyMnlix liMWanu), a most dlBcult bird to 
Bu^ ran swiftly past; savetsl grey partridge (OrtMorwIs point- 
"rptaa), a porcupine, and a couple of hsrea By this ttma the 
line -eallod hank, or bankwa, has got within fonr or five hun¬ 


dred yards of my maohaa, aad there has been no sign of the 
gntader gasae I waa there lo bag. The beaten have not viewad 
him either, for there has been no sadden, Berea swell of their 
ontcrlae, end no eturdler bejaberlng of the “ Indlao dmm," such 
as alweyt telle that danger^ gama la afoot. 

I look daepaltingly at my oompaalon, a fat Tahsll^ (native 
eoUector of revenue^, an np-oonntry Jet, end as plmmy la the 
day, and with a alow waving of my left band, sritb the fiogen 
oulepread, convey tbs meaning “ Such nahln ’’ (there la noUJng) 
when—what la thatl A tap on a trea above, end two hondred 
yardaoff—two tape—a mnnlng flreot tapa! Has be turned him I 
Is the silent question, for It wee a rok meeting tbe tiger's en¬ 
deavor to b'r^ np the bill. Hal another and a nearer tap, still 
up the hill; and than tbe Instantly-recognised measured thud, 
tbDd, thud of e trotting tiger idvenelng. Half e mlente more, 
end s spledid male tiger broke, at e slow trot, exactly on the 
very epM npblll from me where Zallm had stakte hla reputation 
he would break If he broke at all. My right bullet plunged 
tqoare Into bis shoulder, and over he came, halt charging, halt 
tnmbllng down the hill. I mlaeed him with the left is he came, 
and be paised etrelght nnder my machan, roaring splendidly 
As be went ewey down I hit him again Immediately under his 
sngrily waving tall, and bmtd over heels he tumbled Into s deep 
mrine ont of sight, kleklng up no end of a row. 

Ha had hardly dlaappea^ when. Inside tbe bit of covert be 
had broken from, I beard the female call to him, “ Ahanngl ” 
Knowing that all waa not right In front, and with a yelling line 
of enemies In rear, she evidently did not know what to do. The 
line bad by this time come up perilously dote, and wtstUU com¬ 
ing on; one tiger was lying between me and them, out of sight, 
and perhaps s^ wltb large capabilities tor mischief. I might 
not drop the tlgrese dead, and If not, and she broke bick, there 
wonld be a terrible bnslneai among tbe now densely packed beat¬ 
en. Beeldee, I thought tben that ahe bad cubs wltb her, and I 
never i are to shoot a tigress with young cabs. (It proved, how¬ 
ever, that atae bad not.) On the whole I was afraid to let the 
line come on. Another ten yarda, and they would have either 
puahed her out or she would have been back among and through 
them. I shouted to them to stop, and stood np In the machan, 
and the tlgreia walked round under cover dote Uf tbe machan 
above mine (what a chance a friend would have bad I), waa 
turned from there, and walked quietly and sulkily back round 
tbe right Bank of tbe line of beatera. 

I then got down and went to proapect the tiger lo the ravine. 
I soon found him, bnt he bad very little life left In him—only 
enongh for a vicloas snarl, and that I cut short with an Express 
ballet In the ear. He measured nine feet five and a half Inches, 
and WBi an awful “do" In the matter of tall. HIs head and 
body were tbe largest I bad ever seen, but bis tall was like a 
wild cat's—short and stumpy. With that body a Taral tiger 
would have measured over ten feet. Hy first bullet (from my 
old friend H< nry) striking fair and square on the shoulder, 
smashed that shoulder to atoms, pierced both lungs, and Injured 
the opposite shoulder; a comj^ete answer, surely, to those who 
say that the 'i&O Eiprese Is of no use against dangerous game. 

I started tbe body off In a bed carried by sixteen bearers for tbe 
nearest railway statiou, and rode over next momlug myself. I 
should bavq succeeded In carrying tbe Uger as be was Into Alla¬ 
habad, for tb% first time In history, had It not been for an all too 
pracUcal ststlon master, wbo conld find no class In bis goods’ 
lists for dead Ugers, and was forbidden, he said, to cany corpses, 
except at specif rates! I accordingly found “the stiff''and 
my men sUU at the station when I came up, and the tormetr too 
“ high ’’ by far to be taken In as be was, so he jros skinned on 
the railway platform. 

There haa not been a Uger shot within the limits of the Alla¬ 
habad district for at least forty-two years, though some have 
been bagged not very far out of It—In tbe terrltoriee of H. H. 
tbe Maharajah of Rlwa.—London J'tM.

np.” Qlye him a wlth^ng glance of contempt, aa yon think, 
oh, you pot-bnnter, and dMelgnlng a reply, yoo'Boah them; the 
malic glyea a algb of regret at the “ loat bpportnnity.’’ 

Thera haa been a fair ayerage of woodeocka; two of onr pro- 
feaalonala the early part of the aeaaon enjoyed a good day'a aport 
returning with a bag of twenty-three fine Inacknu birds. 

Plgeona bays been yery plenty, owing to the nnnanal large 
quantity of mast The Jnyenlla hnntera generally aneceed In 
getting their game bags well filled; they bide In tbe woods and 
wait with patience that wonid eqnal J»b, and when tbe nnsne- 
pectlng plgeona light on the old dead trees, tbe yonngeters reel¬ 
ing their gnn agalnat a tree, take good aim, and perhaps get two 
or three ont of a dock, and during tbe couria of a day bring In 
a yery reapectable bag. 

Pbeaaants (mffed gronae) are scarce; if yon stumble on one, 
he gets np with so great fiutter and noise that he frightens tbe 
ordinary hnnter ont of leyen years growth, and before he can 
collect hla scattered aensea the bird la out of sight. 

Squirrels are not yery plenty. Sometimes yon can bear their 
cheerful bark that ao often glyea them away, bnt they are getting 
•carce. Tbe fine old fox species yery seldom seen. Another In¬ 
habitant of tbe woods la not ao scarce it seems. Judging from tbe 
deep baying of the honnda. Talk about coons; If you want to 
see them thlck,oome to Springfield; tbe boys go ont by the wagon 
load; yon can aee coon bnnters almoet any night 

A party from here went deer bnntlng np to the northern part 
of Michigan; they don’t say much about It, bnt they got back. 
There are a good many wild geese Hying oyer, and a few ducks on 
the streams, but not ]^eoty.

It would 
long since have been exterminat'd, as it Is punned by tnppcn 
snd miners, who tax their Ingenuity to the utmost In devising 
traps and snores to catch them, decoying mon birds In the 
coarse of a single season than could poaslblv fall to the well 
directed efforts of true sportsmen In yean. Hawks, valtares and 
owls destroy considenble numben, and tbeir efforts, combined 
with those of pndocioos animals and the snares of the “unregeo- 
ente,” render the species, which, as before shown, is a less pro- 
Uflc breeder than most ol its nlatlves, comparatively infrequent 
In nearly all portions of Its habitat. Tbe pnctlce, t^ of snar¬ 
ing old and young for tbe mere pleasnn of bolding them as pets 
and thus shortening their lives, and Interfering wltb tbe repro¬ 
ductive function—they will nut ordinarily breed while In cap¬ 
tivity—or for tbe purpose of cbltivatlng an abandoned and de¬ 
praved taste, that finds Its enjoyment In tbe so-called “ qusll 
fights,” cannot be too severely condemned or punished. 

Thongh tbe birds are very hardy, and seemingly capable of 
withstanding deep snows and the vicissitudes of severe climates, 

. they have In some regions, according to the testimony of Mr. 
Henry W. Henshaw In a late xoologlcal report, acquired a migra¬ 
tory habit, a drcamstance which seems to have resalted by expe¬ 
rience, until tbe anticipation of colder weather has beimme a 
fixed and constant one. This migration la total In tbe neigbbur- 
b,K>d of Lake Tahoe, Nevada, but tbe birds do not move to the 
South In Aatnmn, as might be supposed, but pass over to the 
westeru or California side of the mountains, descending to a 
greater or leas extent toward the valleys accordingly as the In¬ 
clemencies of tbe season denund. Tbe snow upon the eastern 
slope of tbe Sierras tolls to a very great depth, and the Winter 
Is very vigorous, much more ao than on the Paclfle or western 
side, whlcb la constantly subjected to the warm currents of air 
and the moisture that arises from tbe ocean and are impinged 
against Its peafca Ordinarily, however, this seasonable move¬ 
ment la confined merely to an upward wandering In the Spring, 
and a downward retreat In Autumn to escape the snow. In tbe 
former Instance, and daring long-continued hot weather espec¬ 
ially, they ascend to considerable heights, frequently seven thous¬ 
and feet or more above the tea-level, and sometimes to tbe ex¬ 
treme line of vegetation, In tbe la^r they descend nearly or 
quite to the valleys and plains, encroaching upon tbe gronnda 
occupied by the Lophoriyx eaUforniau, but only tor a short sea¬ 
son and during the very coldest weather. 

It la only In Oregon that they descend quite to the lowlauda or 
plains, abOTe latitude thirty-nine. Doctor Cooper tells nr they 
descend to a uniform distance of three thousand feet above tbe 
level of the sea, coming down lower and lower aa their 
range extends to the northward, “until they sometimes reach the 
valleys where an extreme Winter occurs.” 

Aa before remarked, the birds are not indigenous to Washing¬ 
ton Territory, though since their Introduction about Fort Van¬ 
couver they have Increased In numbers, and broods are occasloo- 
slly seen on the plains bock from the post. They are said to be 
quite common Inhabitants of the Siskiyou, Calapooya and Trinity 
mountains, of Oregon, and according to tbe evidence of Doctor 
J. 8. Newberry, may fraqnently be met with East and North of 
Pit river, usually In covies or broods 

Tbe striking and elegant colors and the noble beauty of tbeir 
plumes Instantly attracts the attention of tbe to tunate beholder; 
and were they not the rarest and wildest of game blrda, even In 
the distant solitudes of the moantalnsthey Inhabit, they would be 
objects of the sportsman’s moat devoted attention; but wbesever 
they are met with, tbeir very nature it snob at to lead them to 
quickly seek safety In flight and concealment. 

But very little la known generally of tbe baUu of tbe birds, 
and this may acconnt In pert for tbe 111 tucoeas which generally 
attends tbeir pnreult. They have been likened to the valley 
collns and other Western speeiea, wltb the exeepttoo of being 
!<*■ gregartoaa and more thy, but this It by ncv means eertain, 
and la dne more to guess work than any knowledge that hat been 
obtained by atndy of tbe speelaa, for tbe birds ark to rare that tbe 
tw occasionally found In tbs markets or upon tbe table are gen- 
there by acddent, end then obtained by meant aa rtpre- 
henslble as they an fatal.

Though e very good game bird If It could be found In fevora- 
bU localltlea and In sufficient qoanttUes, tbe regloD Inhabited 
by tbe mounteln cnitn, aa Ito name Indlastes, U enongb to eanse 
tbe most enthoslastle and eager of sportsmen to bcsiute befon be 
determines to devote a day to tbeir pursnlt tlone, sod th^ too. 
with B certainty befon him of obtaining at beat bnt a meager 
bag to crown bis efltorts. They an hard to find at any time, and 
an osually come acron quite by accident Tet If then be any 
choice, or any chance that offers more opportnnltlrs and proba¬ 
bilities of success. It Is to seek them early In tbe morning, wben 
they should be looked for along tbe mounteln roede, as they 
freqnently reaort tbittaer at daybreak or shortly after tbe sun Is 
np for tbe purpose of feeding upon the oata and grains se well 
as Insects that may be found amongst the droppings of cattle. 
Wbbn dew falls, too, they may be sought In tbe little opens 
which they fnqnent to crop tbe damp snd tender herbegs; snd 
ban pnsnmsbly, thsy largely quench their thirst whenSe sup¬ 
ply of water In the moanteln pools snd streams has failed. 
Toward mid-day, however, they have disappeared to tbe more 
seelnded regions lying In the shelter of heavy coverts or tbe 
fastnesses of the rocks. 

The nansl baunta of the birds are in and about mountain chap¬ 
arral, particularly when It presents In beavlneas and density 
tha ubsraeteristles of jungle growth; also among cedarsand junl- 
p#ra that grow on tbe hlll-rldcs where tbe grass Is high, snd 
where the roughness of the gronnd Is such sa to retdlly facili¬ 
tate tbeir escape, at the same time retarding the progress of 
tbe sportsmao. In tbe Wllliamette regions, sud northern Oregon 
generally, the character of the climate Is such that they affect 
chiefly the heavy and dense foreeta In Autumn, particularly those 
of s ooulferons ebsrseter, sud here It Is presumed that seeds 
and cooes form a large share of tbeir sustenance. Id chaparral, 
except when suddenly startled, they are seldom to be put op, 
tbeir legs ordinarily affording a mucb more reasonable prospect 
for safety than tbeir pinions. 

Tbe covies nsuslly number but eight or tea, snd we can Bud 
no evidence to show that mors than twenty have ever been seen 
together. It has been said In the past, however, that when Win¬ 
ters STS long snd severe, several broods will combine for tbe pur- 
posei of mutual warmth and protection until the following 
Spring; ami Mr. Douglass, in bis report published in the trsnsac- 
Uons of the Liunean Society for 183S, says, “ They associate In 
immense flocks In Autumn.” Id one of tbe pseudo sporting 
papers, too, we find a statement purporting to be derived from 
evidence of Mr. Henry W. Henshaw, that they “ come down In 
large flocks In November Into the chaparral at tbe eastern base 
of the Sierras,” an assertion that does not coincide well with so 
sDthoritatlve statement of the same gentleman that they migrate 
to the California side of the mountains daring the same month, 
and his writings also fail to reveal any ground for such ntter- 
ancea. In every case where It la asserted that mountain collns 
associate in flocks or packs late In the season, there Is good rea¬ 
son for believing that the observer was misled by obaerving s 
flock of valley collns at an nnusnal height, or by confounding the 
latter wltb Ite monntaln prototype. If eoch combinations ever 
occur, snd snefa would seem Improbshle, If not utterly Impossible, 
as the pecullsr disposition of the males would certainly result 
Id internecine warfare, that would render such associstlnus mu¬ 
tually disagreeable,—they must be the result of accident, or 
arise from some special and accidental feature that has Inter¬ 
rupted tbe ordinaiy course of the life of tbe species. 

When a covey la started by the sportmsn, they utter a pecnllai 
cbockllug, cacUIng note that warns him of their presence, yet be 
may not bare seen a bird, aud may fall to receive either aid or 
comfort from the sound, ae their surroundings usnslly afford 
every facility for escape and concealment; besides, tbe slmllsrity 
of shading and coloring of the birds, snd the landscape demands 
a sharp eye to discover their whereabouts. We are not anfficleutly 
familiar with the species to know whether s dog could be used 
at all successfully in tbeir pursuit or not From tbe comparative 
relations of the speelee, tlieir excessive shyness, tbeir wonderful 
sstuteness, the uses they make of their legs, snd the general 
character of the country Inhabited, we sbou'd-presume that 
Ponto or Dash would prove a constant source of trouble snd an¬ 
noyance, rather than otherwise.

To Ineecta we are Indebted for one of tbe principal articles of 
clothing, and silk, tbe product of so Inslgnlflcant moib, has be¬ 
come Id tbe course of ages one of the most Important manufac¬ 
tures which the world has witnessed. Tbe edncatlon of the In¬ 
sect snd tbe manufacture of tbe article have alike come to us 
from the northern proriuces of Chins, where sgrlcnlture has 
been established from s very early period. Cblneee annalista carry 
It back to tbe twenty-seventh century B. C., sod they attri¬ 
bute Its sstablUbmeot to tbe foresight sod cars of Sl-llng- 
cbl, wife of tbe emperor Hoang-tl. Setting aside trade tradition, 
the mention of silk as an article of manufacture occurs for the 
first tlms.lu tbe writlogs of Exekiel the prophet, about 5S0 B. C., 
who speaks of Its use among the Jews aa an Indication of wealth 
sod glory. It la well to mention, that there are two earlier allu¬ 
sions In tba Bible to tbe employment of silk: In tbe book of 
Oeneels, where Pharaoh, It Is said, arrayed Joseph In vestnres of 
floe linen—tbe last two words are given In the margin at silk; 
again. In tbe book of Praverba, tbe clothing of the rirtuoos wife 
la described as of silk and of pnrpls. Bnt altboogh tbs ancients 
ware scqnalnted wltb tba article, they were entirely Ignorant of 
Its origin, aa we may gather from tha poet Vlr^ who ipaoks of 

Ktbiop's forests boar with fluttering fleesc 
And oowiiy foliage corded bj Cblneee. 

By Bthlopis la Intended the modern Abystlnla, and It Is curious 
that Pliny alao speaks of Ethiopia at the home of cotton, for he 
aaya that that country posaesaea hardly any traea of importance 
except tboae which bear wool. Two cantariea later, tbe cele¬ 
brated Roman phyalciao, Oalen, employad tUk aa tbreada In se¬ 
curing blood veesels In surgical operations. Dp to this period, 
and for toot tlrue after, tbe little silk which resebad Europe 
sraa Imported from Perala and India. Tbe emperor Hellogabaloa, 
abont the year SSO B. C., was the first Roman, snd therefore 
prtaumably tbe first Enropean, wbo wort a garment of rare silk. 

It waa notnntU tba sixth century after CMat, when Juttlnlan 
occupied the ^rone of Oonatantinopla, that the real origin of silk 
beraaa known to the world. About the year SM two Persian 
monkt, at tba risk of tbeir Uvat, broughta fewaggsfrom China In 
tha hollow of a walking stick, and trm that hour the mystery 
was solved. For a vary long period the breeding of lUk waa con. 
flaad to the Orseka of tba lower empire. Mannfactorlea were ee 
tabUtbed la Athena, Thebes and Corinth, whence the TenlUsns, 
who were then what England la now, the trading nation of tha 
world, snppllsd Buropa with goods. About the middle of tbe 
twoUlh osn tnr y, Bow, king of SIcUy, tetrodneed the worm In¬ 
to Italy, and trom this period eerlcnltnre became an astablished 
taatttntioa In Bnropa. It was oot nntU tha eosama oeei nant of 
the aieeanth eaata^ that tha mnlbeny was plantod lor tba fiiet 
tltoetaTinMt, Attha praaiitday the braeilng of the wotw 
and ataautactnra of the tOk affbed snploy- 


ment to thooaands of tbe French popnlation In the year 1870 
tbe valne of eggs and cocoons Import^ for borne nae smonnteil 
to tbe enormons sum of ten snd a half millions of dollars. 

In Englaird the manufactare of silk commenced In theflftrenili 
century, bnt made little progress until the revocation of the edict 
of Nantes, In 1085, drove many fugitives from the shares of 
Prance, a nnmber of whom settled Id Spitalflelds, In tbe nelgli 
borfaood of Londoo. Efforts were made from time to time to rs»r 
tbe moth Itself In England on a large scale. In 1009 James I. 
took tbe matter up with mucb earnestness, and mulberries were 
planted lu large quantities on tbe spot where tbe royal residence 
of Bncklogbsm Palace now stands. Tbe attempt, however, met 
with 00 snccese, sod tbe spot soon became a mere place for fasb 
lonable raaort. Evelyn, In his well-known diary, makes an smus 
Ing slinslon to It under date May 10, 1054: “ My lady Ocrrsrd 
treated us at Mulberry Oarden, now tbe only place abont town 
tor refreabment of persons of tbe best quality to be 
exceedingly treated at; Cromwell and his partisans hariDg 
shut up and seised Sprlug Garden, which till now had been the 
uBusl rsndesvous for tbe ladies snd gallants of this season ” 
Notbing whatever Is known of the silkworm in Its wild condition. 
It seems to be aasnmed by all biological writers that the Insect 
came originally from northern China, bnt beyond this all la a 
blank in Its life history. As ■ captive, domesticated for a thou¬ 
sand of years, we see In tbe silkworm (Sombyz mori) s moderately 
large moth of a dirty white hue, with ill-formed wings—so Ill- 
formed Indeed, that tbe creature is quite Incapable of flight. 
Tbe antennw, which are of a mucb darker color than the rest of 
tbe body, are very beautiful In the male Insect, being deeply 
pectinsM or cut Into narrow divisions like s comb,wlth s double 
set of teeth placed back and back. Beyond lu pretty antennv, 
Heriearia hae nothing to commend It, thus justifying Tarseben- 
berg’e remarks In ble WIrbelloee Thlere, “ The most useful of 
Insects, like the moet lovely of songeters among birds, Is clothed 
In the sobereet of garments.” 

The larva la a stout, thick liodled grub of nearly tbe same tint 
St the moth, with s small bead and naked body, of whlcb the first 
segment is much swollen and the next last hears an upright born. 
The worm feeds, by preference, on the mulberry, not of the com 
mon sort, with tbe losclons fruit, known to botanists ss Aforw 
nigra, hat another species, Morut alba,of which the fruit Is wortb- 
Isas ss food. The Insect can also suiqinrt Itoelf un lettuce snd 
some other juicy plants; but tbe silk Ih said tribe In Mils case mucb 
Inferior. The cocoon enclosing the cb>.y.«illii Is sqlirehaped, and 
Is composed of tbo mucb-coveted silk% varying in ciflor from pure 
white to golden yellow; occasionally it (VsKamce miVspple-green 
tint Lennis, tbe learned author of the Syniipsls ij*v< ipilerreicba, 
tells us that blue cocoons ran be obtained sprinkling the food 
with Indigo, and that a pink hue is comiiiunisated' If the pow¬ 
dered leavea of s South American plant, the Blgiionia ehiea, la 
employed. 

The tbreada Issue from two glanda, altusled near the mouth, 
aggluniinsted together and covered wltb a glossy varnish, each 
thread measuring about l-2,000tb of an Inch In diameter. 

A cocoon contains from 7(10 to 1100 feet of threa >, and It takes 
about 2000 of these indefatigable spinners to secure one pound 
of raw silk. Silkworms, owing, no doubt, to their purely artificial 
condition, are subject to various diseases, many of which are as 
destructive to them as the cholera or yellow fever to tbeir owners. 
The . evaststion caused by these epidemics has Interfered serious 
ly with the supply of silk, ss tbe Infected eggs have been trans 
ported from one country to another, and bare spread disease fai 
and wide. Even China, the cradle of silk culture, has not been 
spared. It la principally from .lapan that growers arc now sap 
piled with eggs, ss that country has hitherto escaped all of the 
plagues that have devastated other lands. At the same time this 
Immunity will be of abort duration If, aa reported, the Japanese, 
with sbort-slghted poltiyr, are actually Importing Infected eggs tot 
the purpose of sdulterstlng healthy ova for the foreign market 
Under these adverse circumstances, efforts have been made front 
time to time to domesticale other species of silk producing motbt 
snd utillxe their cocoons. Among these, wliich have been expert 
mented on of late years, the Allsnthiis worm {Altnrua cynthia) 
will be placed at the head. It Is a native of Japan and has Its 
common name In consequence of Its feeding on s hardy tea (now 
acclimated In our Northeru states) nam^ Ailanihtu ylandu 
lonu. 

North America possesses also numerous large Bombycid motlis 
more than one of which (flight probably be domesticated wltit 
profit. The pretty green Tritpuen Inna choose tbe sycamore and oak 
for its food plants. CvIloMmla pronuthra supports itself upon 
two species of the bay. Cnttommia enropia is omniverous anil 
prefers the wild plum. Its cocoon Is ss large as a pigeon’s egg. 
the silk of it has been carded and converted Into stockings. Tbr 
TWsa polyphtmut, a large drab colored moth, has been reared on a 
large scale at Boston by Mr. Tmubclet, who speaks highly of the 
quality of silk produced by this worm. 

.tiiiber. 

Amber Is s seml-trsnspareut substance, of a light yellow or 
brown color, capable of taking a high color, and therefore la 
much employeil in tbe manufacture of heads of canes, mouUr 
pieces of pipes, necklace beads and such small matters. Proha 
bly the most important use that has hitherto lieen made of amber 
Is to be seen In Farskoja Selo, a favorite residence of tbe exart of 
Russia, not far from St. Petcrslmnr. Here tlirre is a room about 
thirty feet square, tbe walls of which from Boor to celling are 
entirely lined with this substance It was presented by Frederick 
the Great to the Empress Catherine, whose Initials are Interwoven 
with the Prutslan arms in devices on tlic walls. If we may give 
credit to old Homer, this Is not the llrst time that amber has ^n 
used for decoration of s palace, for he writes: 

And sptdis of elepbatos the mors litiny. 

Aud studded amber darts a golden ray 

Tbs principal sources of supply is the coast of the Hsltlc sea in 
eastern Prussia, between Mensel and Dantxlg, w here It is dis 
semtuated In the sand or clay.

This great mass, whlcb measures upward of 
thirteen tnebes In leogto, eight Inches broad, snd fonr to at> 
Inches thick, of e weight of over thirteen poniida, was found nesi 
Onmblnoen, In eimtsrn Prussia, In tbe year of 1808. 'The fortu 
Date finder received one thouaand thalcn for bla prixe. The 
real velne, however, far txcaeda that sum. There Is no doubt of 
the vcgsMIe orlrinof amber; It U, In fact, a retlnoiu axndatlou 
trom an old world pine tree, named by Qoeppert PtnUmmtHiirVrr, 
whlcb waa nearly alllad to oar modora qiirnee. Oaeiaaatotly, 
amber la Ita aatuie la exactly aaoiogoui to tbe Inmpc of lealn, 
whtah occur at tha preooat day la every [ilas fnwffi Tnrtmil, It 
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aoTlhlDgwrre wanUDg to proT* lU oHglii»lly Bold eooditlon, It 
would be the feet Ihet pertlclee of leeree eod wood, fraffmenUof 
muMee, end eboTe ell, Ineeote, ere concUnUj found Imbedded In 
IL Of the letter no lece then 800 epeelee here been detected. 

It le erldent, thet the llUle creeturee Mttled Upon the treecher- 
oue resin when It wee In helf fluid condlUoo, end were of coo^ 
reulned there by the rlecld netnre of the eubetnnoe. ^ 
gammr mettcr, es It flowed from the tree, greduelly lorTounded 
Its Tlctlmt end et lest, greduelly eocloeed them In their peeroeture 
end treneperent tomb. The tneecU themeelree ere In different 
degreee of preserretlon.

The Introduction of the Mahogany Wood. 

The excellency of the wood of mebogeny for ell domestic pui^ 
poses hss long been known. It wee used by the Spenlerds In 
the 16th century In the construction of ships, for which purpose 
it Is better edspted then most other kinds of timber, being very 
dnreble, reslsUng gun shots end edmlttlng the bells without 
splintering; nor Is It so lleble to bo etUcked by meiine worms es 
the oek, end hence It Is prefereUe In construction of ships selling 
In Intertropicel oceene 

It WM uied Id repAlriog tome of Sir ^ titer Rtletgb I thlpe tt 
Trlnlded In 1597, but wes not brought Into use lu Greet Brltlen 
until 1734. According to Mr. Burrowes the flrst use to which It 
wes epplled In Engleod wes to meke s box for holding cendles. 
Dr. Gibbons, en eminent physlclen. In the lest century hsd e 
brother, e West Indie cepUlu, who brought over some plenks of 
this wood es bellest. As the doctor wes then building e house 
on King street, hU brother thought they might be useful to him; 
but the cerpenters finding the wood too herd for their tools, they 
were leld eslde es useless. Some time efter Mrs. Gibbons went* 
log e cendle box, the doctor celled on Welleston, bis cebloet 
meker to Long Acre, end requested him to meke one of some 
wood thet ley In his gerden. Welleston elso compleloed thet It 
wes too herd; the doctor seld thet be must get .tronger tools; 
the cendle boX"et lest wes mede end so highly epproved of thet 
the doctor Insisted on hevlng e boreen .mede of the same wood, 
which wes eccordlngly done; end the fine color end polish were 
to pleetlng, thet he Invited eU of bis friends to come end see It. 
Among them wes the Duchess of Bucklnghsm, who begged some 
of the wood of Dr. Gibbons end employed Welleston to meke - 
sImHer bureen. 

The largest log of mebogeny wes cut In Honduras end shipped 
to Euglend. Its length wes seventeen feet, cubic contents 480 
feet, end weight eight tone. The next lergest log we heve on 
record wes told In 1835, et eucUon, In Liverpool. It wes pur¬ 
chased for 887 pounds, end efterwerd sold for 525 pounds. It Is 
believed to heve reellxed to lu finel owners 1,000 pounds. It la 
likewise sUted thet the cost of labor of tawing It Into venMia 
wes 750 pounds. The weight wes six tons. According to Mr.
